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DETAILED ACTION 


Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: there are no 
prior arts teaching or suggesting of a bike warning light control system, wherein a 
magneto switch and a batten/ being provided in a braking fixture, a magnet being 
inserted to a braking lever the magneto switch being located within the magnetic field of 
the magnet, and a warning light with its on and off controlled bv the magneto switch 
being provided on a rear mudguard of the bike .

Conclusion

Jack at a! discloses a signaling light attachment for bicycles including a pair of turn 
lights removably coupled with a bicycle. Each lights has an internal activation switch for 
allowing a bicycle rider to indicate when they are turning and braking. By pressing both 
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brake handles of activation levers to illuminates both turn lights to indicate of braking. 
[US 6,690,266] 

Lee et al discloses a control system for an electric powered bicycle, scooter, tricycle or 
four-wheeled vehicle, comprising a control logic controls to illuminate the brake light via 
a handlebar pushbutton switches. [US 6,446,745] 

Yokotani et al discloses an electrically assisted bicycle includes a magnet switch in the 
bicycle handlebar for providing electrical power brake when the brake lever is operated. 
[US 6,874,592] 

Izzo, Sr. discloses a signaling apparatus for a bicycle comprising a toggle or 
pushbutton switch for flashing the rear turn signal LED lights. [US 5,617,303] 
Kovacic discloses a stop light system for bicycle brakes embodying battery pack and 
an electrical signal lamp appropriately mounted on the bicycle frame and having a 
contact element positioned for engagement with one of the movable brake shoe levers 
of the bicycle. [US 3,878,387] 

Edmund discloses a bicycle rear light has left and right switches for operated by 
respective hand brake levers to illuminate a brighter level to indicate braking of the 
bicycle. [GB 2,229,052A]
